6. In addition to the above it seems very clear that the 
appointing officer is expected to use his influence'to create 
a public sentiment favorable to the enforcement of the law in 
cases where such sentiment does not exist.

"ng officers their hearty support in his efforts to keep noxious 
Duties of the Weed Commissioner 
1. To carefully investigate as to the presence and location 


of the noxious weeds in his town, village or city. A knowl- 
edg-e on the part of every one concerned as to the location 
of noxious weed patches will materially aid in keeping them 
under control. In some counties the task of locating all of 
these patches will be a big- one but after they are once locat- 
ed, they can be .handled to much better advantage. 


2. To serve a written notice on the owners or occupants of 
all property on which noxious weeds are found. It is unnec- 
essary to serve a notice on the occupant of land not infested 
by noxious weeds but there is no objection to serving a notice 
on every land holder in the town, .village or city If the ap- 
pointing officer deems it wise. 
3. To cut the weedsOif the property owner fails or refuses 
to do so and to report the cost of so doing to the town treas- 
urer who reimburses the weed commissioner for the time 
spent and charges the cost of the cutting- to the property in 
the tax roll for the next year, 
4. It seems clear too that the weed commissioner is ex- 
pected to use his influence to create a right attitude toward 
the enforcement of this law "among- the land holders in his 
territory. .In this he should be strongly supported by the 
appointing officer and the responsible citizens of his district.

We again take pleasure in informing you of the progress 


of the Training School during the year. 
We Have been fortunate in beiny able to keep the teachers 
from last year so that things have progressed smoothly from 
the very-first day of school. However, school had been in 
session but a few days before we found that on account ot 
the great increase, in the number of students it would be 
necessary to add another teacher. Two years before we had 
dropped one on account of the small enrollment.^ Ihe eit- 
rollment increased from 47 a year ago to 72 this year. 
There were enough graduates from the school to supply all 
the vacancies in the county. It might not be amiss right 
here to state that on account of our school we are able to se- 
cure teachers in this county at from one hundred to one 
hundred fifty dollars a year cheaper than the surrounding 
eountieg.

He also recommends that some 


playground apparatus be provided-for the model'department, 
that additional blackboard be provided for one room, that, 
if possible, a rural school be run in connection with the 
Training- School, and.that sorffe of the rooms in the build- 
ing be decorated next summer. 
Notice has been served upon the.board that the cement 
sidewalk in front of the building be rebuilt. We,have not 
complied with this order from the City of KauKauna be- 
cause our appropriation •would not allow UB to do so. How- 
•ever, the work must be done in the near future. 
During the year we have been as economical as possible 


in running the school and there are many things that should 
be had. that we have gotten along without for the time 
being. 
In going: over the financial report of the board you will not- 
ice that we have not been able to keep within the appropria- 
tion. This is due to several causes among which are the fol- 
lowing: First, on account of the large em-ollment'it was nec- 
essarv to add another teacher to the staff. 
Second, the 
cost of decorating part of the interior of school ate into our 
funds. 
Third—The price of coal was considerably more than it had 


been in former years. 
Fourth—The insurance on-the building, expired and new 


premiums had to be paid.

Even with all these extras you will note that the overdraft 
is small and when the tuition from other counties is received 
you Will find that there will be very little left as an overdraft 
This,\we feel, is a very good showing in the face of our nn- 
usual expenses for the year. 
It may be of interest to you to know that the state law 


now allows us to charge more than twice as much tuition 
from other counties as we could charge before. AVith this ad- 
dition we will ,be able to show a much better report another 
vear.

ORDINANCE 


Enacted "by the County Board of Oulngnmie County in pur- 


suance of authority granted by Chapter 222 of the Lawn 
of 1923, creating subsection (S) of section 59.OS of 
the 


Statutes. 


The County Board of Outagamie County do ordain as fol- 


lows :—- 
SECTION 1. No person shall hold, conduct or be present 


n t - a public dance within the county of Ouiagamlc except 
such us may be held within a public dance- hall or pavilion 
or on premises duly licensed to bo Ubcd "as such" under the 
provisions "of this ordinance. 
A "public dance" as used in 


this ordinance shall mean any dance ut which admission can 
be held by the public generally upon payment of an admis- 
sion fee o'r by the purchase, possession or presentation of a 
ticket or token, or in which a charge is made for the coring 
of clothing or other property, or any other dsince t" which 
the public generally without restrictions may gain admission 
with or without payment of a fee, or a danco operated for 
profit. The term "public dance hall" as used herein shall he 
taken to mcun any room, place or space nt which a public 
dance may be hold', or any hall or academy' in whiclt»n pub- 
lic dance may be held, or any hall or academy in which 
classes in dancing ore held nnd instruction in dancing given 
for hire. Neither the term "public dance" nor the term "pub- 
lic dance hall" shall be construed to apply to a dance con-; 
ducted in a church or parochial school hull or to such placu 
when conducted under the nuspices-of the proper church au- 
thorities, nor to uny dance conducted under the auspices of 
a Parent-Teachers' Association in conformity to law and the 
rules of tho proper school authorities, nor to a dance con- 
ducted by lodges or fraternal ordei-K, nor to the place at 
which the same may be held. The term "supervisor" as used 
herein means a'county supervisor representing- the respec- 
tive towns, villages and wards on the county board of su- 
pervisors.

hall may be made by petition signed by the owner or tenants 
of tho premises for "which a license is sought, directed to the 
county board, a.nd accompanied by a license fee of ten dol- 
lars.

AN ORDINANCE 
Relating to the Operation of Motor Vehicles on the Public 


Highways in Outagamie County, TVisconsin. 
The Board of Supervisors of Outagamie County, TVisconsin, 


" ordains as follows: 
SECTION 3. (3) Whenever tho operators or drivers Of ve- 


hicles or draft animals shall meet on any highway each shall 
seasonably drive his vehicle or animal to the right of the 
middle of the traveled part of the highway so that each 
shall havB one-half of the roadway and that they may pass 
without interference. 


(2) Every such operator or driver on overtaking any ve- 


hicle or draft a.nlrnal on any highway, shall pass on the left 
side thereof, and the operator or driver overtaken shall with 
all convenient speed upon signal or notice that passage is 
required, drive to the right of the center of the traveled part 
of the highway so as to allow a free passage on the left, and 
If necessary on account of road conditions shall stop long 
enough to allow the other to pa.ss. 


(3) Every such operator or driver shall keep to the right of 


the center of highway intersections when turning to the 
right and' shall pass to the right of such center when turning 
to the left. 
(4) The.operator of any vehicle on a highway shall have 


the right of way over any vehicle approaching him from the 
left at every highway intersection, except when a police of- 
ficer shall be in actual charge of the traffic at the intersection. 


(5) Except when making absolutely necessary repairs, no 


person shall park or leave any vehicle along, upon, or with- 
in the limits of any public highway In such manner as to 
Interfere* with tho free passage of vehicles over and aionK 
such l»ghway. In all cases there shall be left a free and us- 
able passageway of at least eighteen feet so that vehicles 
going in opposite directions may pass without interference 
from any standing vehicle.

of business at a rate of speed exceeding fifteen mile«\, per 
hour, except where the houses and places of business shall 
average more than two hundred! feet apart, where a, safw 
rate of speed not exceeding twenty miles an hour may be 
used: nor elsewhere on any public highway at a speed ex- 
ceeding THIRTV MILES per hour; and no person shall oper- 
ate such motor vehicle through any cemetery or county hos- 
pital or poor farm grounds or any park or in passing uny 
school grounds at a speed exceeding fifteen miles per hour. 
In turning corners and going around curves, at sharp de- 
clines, at the intersection of any street or crossroad and 
where the view in the direction in which the vehicle ia pro- - 
ceedi'ng shall be obstructed, the driver shall so limit the speed 
of such vehicle as shall tend to avoid accidents. 


SECTION 3. (1) Every automobile, motorcycle, or other 
similar motor vehicle, used upon any public highway of this 
county, shall be provided with efficient brakes and an ade- 
quate bell, horn or other signal device. No person shall use

except as a warning of danger. 
The use of siren horns 


except upon motor vehicles in charge of the police and fire 
department of cities and upon hospital ambulances and fire 
patrols is prohibited. 


(2) It shall be unlawful, for any person to operate any au- 


tomobile, motorcycle, or any other similar motor vehicle, 
without a modern an<j improved muffler or with its muffler 
open on any highway or street within Outagamie County,

SECTION 4. (1) From thirty minutes after sunset until 
thirty minutes before sunrise, no automobile, motorcycle, 
or other similar motor vehicle shall be driven upon or oc- 
cupy any public highway in this county unless such vehicle 
is provided with sufficient lights, of such design and so ad- 
justed and operated as to render the use of the highway by 
such vehicles safe for all the public. 


(2) The minimum requirements for head lamps on any 


automobile or other similar motor vehicle, except motorcy- 
cles, while being driven upon the highway, shall be such as to 
enable the driver to clearly distinguish a person, vehicle or 
other substantial object two hundred feet ahead', and the de- 
sign, adjustment and operation of such head lamps shall be 
such as to avoid dangerous glare or dazzle. 
SECTION 5. Any person who owns or has the direction or 
control of any vehicle operated upon any highway for the 
conveyance of passengers, and who shall employ as a driver 
of such and continue in the employment any person who is 
addicted to' drunkenness or the excessive use of intoxicating 
liquors,- shall forfeit five dollars per day for att the tim» 
during which he shall have ifept such driver in such employ- 
ment. 
SECTION 6. Whenever any person operating an automo- 


bile, motorcycle or similar motor vehicle shall injure any 
person therewith he shalKstop and give assistance, his name 
and address, and the name and address of the owner of the 
automobile, motorcycle or other similar motor vehicle so 
operated, to the person so injured1, or any bystander who 
shall request such information on behalf of the injured 
person. 


SECTION 7. (1) Every person operating- an automobile 
or other similar motor • vehicle upon or along any public 
highway of the county shall, upon a signal by putting up 
the hand or other sign of distress made by a. person rkling or 
driving a horse or horses which, are frightened, cause, such, 
automobile or other similar motor vehicle to stop unless a 
movement forward is necessary to avoid accident or injury 
and upon request shall stop all motor power until such horse 
or horses are under control; and shall, if requested, assist 
such person or persons to pass such automobile, or other sim- 
ilar motor vehicle in safety. 


(2) Every owner and" operator of any automobile or other 
similar motor vehicle shall have equal rights upon all public 
highways of this county with all other users of such high- 
,ways, and no person or persons shall in any way obstruct or 
Impede the right of traffic of such operator or owner -while 
operating, propelling or driving such automobile or other 
similar motor vehicle. 


SECTION 8. Any person or persons who shall violate any 


of the provisions of this, ordinance shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than Five Dollars nor more than One Hun- 
dred Dollars or by imprisonment in the county jail or work- 
house for not le'ss than five days nor more than sixty days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of 
the court, provided that this ordinance shall apply only to 
streets or highways within the county maintained by tho 
state or county or either. 


SECTION 9. 
All proceedings for the violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance may be had before the ilunici- • 
pal court of Outagamie county having jurisdiction of similar 
cases under the laws of this state and all such proceedings 
shall be had and conducted in the same manner as similar 
cases Under the state law, except that any and all fines col- 
lected under the provisions of this ordinance shall be paid 
into the treasury of Outagamie county.
